SCHOOL REPORT. 


To the citizens of Barnstead the following brief report for 
the year ending Feb. 15, 1898, is respectfully submitted : 

During the past year schools of twenty-eight weeks each 
have been maintained in all districts but the Tasker. As there 
were so few scholars in this district, it was thought best to con- 
vey them to So. Barnstead, which was done, thereby saving 
about one hundred dollars. 

It has been the earnest desire of your committee that all 
pupils should have the best possible opportunity for advance- 
ment, and to this the greatest care has been used in selecting 
teachers, always of course giving preference to those in town, 
for Barnstead has within her borders some of the very best. 
It has been necessary to employ some from out of town, and 
in their selection the committee were very fortunate. Now, 
standing at the end of the year and looking backward, some 
mistakes are seen, but on the whole it is believed that the past 
has been a very successful year and that the educational inter- 
ests of the town are in a prosperous condition. 

The vertical system of penmanship was introduced at the 
beginning of the year and it is gratifying to see how quickly 
those who have been trying to learn the ‘‘Art of Writing” by 
the old system, acquire a legible hand under the new and _ nat- 
ural style of writing. 

The text book bill is one from which there is no escape. 
While much care is taken to have all books recorded and well 
used, still they wear out very fast. The geographies were lit- 
erally worn out and were exchanged for new ata cost of sev- 
enty-two dollars and seventy cents, a very reasonable figure. 
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SCHOOL HOUSES. 


The school committee were chosen a committee to repair 
houses, and have done their work .economically and in a sub- 
stantial manner. 

The Beauty Hill house and shed have been painted two 
coats, the Centre house painted inside and papered, and the 
Bickford house, built one hundred years ago, and which has not 
been changed for at least sixty years, except to board up the 
old fireplace, has been raised from a little over seven feet story 
to nine, and, excepting the shingle and part of the clapboards, 
nothing of the old is discernable. The cost, though small for 
the amount of work, is greater than the estimate, as is generally 
the case in repairing old buildings. 

All of our occupied school houses have now been put in 
good shape, except that at the Parade. This house was erected 
over ninety years ago, and long since past its usefulness for 
school purposes. To repair it would be unwise. ‘This is one of 
the two largest districts in town, and it seems that the time has 
now come when a new house should be erected to take the place 
of the old.
